LONDON, Nov. 16.—(4)—The 
Allied campaign in North Africa 
became fraught with political com- 
plexities tonight when the Fight- 
ing French balked at negotiations 
with Admiral Jean Darlan, whom 
one of their spokesman called the 
“No. 2 traitor of France.” 

Darlan. former Vichy defense 
chief, apparently has emerged in 
the negotiations with American 
military authorities as the ranking 
French leader co-operating with 
the Allies in North Africa. 

De Gaulle Statement. 

A statement issued by General 
Charles de Gaulle’s headquarters 
said the Fighting French were 
“taking no part whatsoever in, and 
assuming no responsibility for ne- 
eotiations in progress in North 
Africa with representatives 
V) hy he 
“Should the negotiations result 
arrangements

in North Africa, such decisions 
could obviously not be accepted by 
Fighting France.” 

A spokesman went on to explain 
the Fighting French were not try- 
ing to “throw a monkey wrench 
into the negotiations or to spoil 
any subtle plan the Americans 
may have.” but said “the plain 
fact is the Allies are treating on 
the basis of equality with the No. 
2 traitor of France.” 

More ‘Complications.

The American consul at Tunis, 
who escaped capture by the Axis 
and fled to Ailied Headquarters in 
North Africa, brought word that 
French forces near the city had 
battled and forced back Nazi pa- 
trols trying to extend their foot- 
holds.

| Americans Eagerly Awai‘ed. 


“The French population,” he 
said, “is eagerly awaiting the ar- 
‘rival of the Americans, whfle the 
‘large Italian settlement is fright- 
ened to death and is in no state 
to put up any resistance.

Reinforcements. 

The British First Army, driving 
into Tunisia with American sup- 
/port, has been reinforced by mo 
bile U. S. forces, the communique 
said, and the British navy “main- 
tains control of the western Medi- 
‘terranean and its approaches.” 

This naval force has had losses, 
the communique added, but they 
have been small in proportion to 
‘the size of the operations “and 
casualties on the whole have been 
light.”

WASHINGTON, Nov 16.—(AP)—In the greatest naval 


battle since Jutland, United St 
nese ships and thus smashed 


ates forces have sunk 23 Japa-

sea, the Navy disclosed late today. 


Backed by MacArthur’s bomb-, 
ers, surface and air unitS of the 
Navy destroyed 11 Nipponese war- 
ships and 12 transports and dam- 
aged seven other vessels in a 
three-day running battle, much of 
it a vicious, close-range gun duel 
in the darkness. 

The only American vessels so 
far reported sunk in the engage- 
ment were two light cruisers and 
six destroyers, and naval men 
here said they did not believe 
American personnel losses were 
extremely large. , 

Huge Jap Losses. 


But a huge number of .ap- 
anese soldiers died when eight 
transports, part of a large force 
headed for Guadalcanal, were sent 
to the bottom“by air attack the 
morning of November 14. Four 
others kept moving toward Gua- 
daleanal, and may have succeeded 
in getting men ashore, since the 
Americans discovered four cargo 
transports beached at Tassafaron- 
ga, the next day, and proceeded 
to smash them with a concentra- 
tion of air, artillery and naval gun 
attack. 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet, estimated Jap troop losses on 
the. sunkén transports between 
20.000 and 40,000. 

However, only a fraction of the 
huge force dispatched by the im- 
perial Japanese command ever 
reached the southeastern Solo- 
mons, and it seemed a safe as- 
sumption that this battle had 
clinched the American dominance 
of that area. 

Presumably, the enemy could 
gather another great force and 
try again, but with such stagger- 
ing losses to count it wds thought 
unlikely here that the Japs would 
care to risk what strength they 
have left in a new attempt to re- 
take the strategic Guadalcanal 
area.

CAIRO, Nov. 16.—(4)—Britain’s 
Eighth army closed in swiftly on 


Bengasi tonight as the disordered 
remnants of Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s beaten forces raced toward 
the narrow passage at El Acheila 
for a possible stand to save the 
face of their commander (reported 
by Reuters to be facing Hitler’s 
wrath at Munich.)

day that approximately 2,000 Ger- 
mans had been killed in the Red 
Army’s capture and

The midnight communique also 
told of another slight Russian gain 
in the mid-Caucasian area south- 
east of Nalchik, and described a 
firm Red Army defense of its 
lines northeast of Tuapse along 
the Black sea coast. 

The Soviets announced that the 
Red Army had seized a village “of 
great tactical importance” on the 
Volkhov front near Leningrad in 
a surprise attack that weakened 
Nazi encirclement attempts around

Where will the small and medium earners 
acquire the funds to pay 1942 taxes unless 
they save up the money systematically? It is 
the duty of every earner to take notice of this 
situation. He should ascertain or calculate as 
near as practicable the amouni due against his 
1942 earnings and prepare to meet the bill, or 
a good portion of it, when it is presented on 
March 15, 1943. 

The income tax is presumed to come out 
of the income which is being taxed—in this 
case 1942 earnings. Get ready for the tax man 
right now and save a headache later.

Bullitt began even then to have American

Petain 
was not. But he did agree that with a fleet France was not dead. 

Jean Francois Darlan agreed—in part. 

He long had hated the British and he would not agree to the 
fleet going to a British port. 

The gold also was taken away by American. vessels, sailing to 
Casablanca, where they now are fighting, in late May of 1940. 

All the while, as France failed, Tony Biddle, subbing for Bul- 
litt, kept reminding the French of their pledge not to let the French 
fleet fall into German hands. President Roosevelt had suggested 
the fleet be placed in the Mediterranean, dispersd at Alexandria, 
Oran, and Toulon, 

Laval, the cunning, began to set up a government which would 
work with Germany. 

Darlan’s position was then, as now, somewhat mysterious. 


DARLAN FOR DARLAN From all the evidence at hand, 
since the fall of France, it is obe 


vious that two factors ruled Darlan. : 

One—He hated England and always had. 

Two—He had a great pride in the fleet which he had created 
and built to be the second strongest in Europe. 

The English, with the Free French in charge, attacked the French 
fleet at Mers-el-Kebir (Oran) in July. After this Darlan’s hatred 
of England amounted to a mental condition. 

Also the French fleet was being diminished insofar as French 
control was concerned. That portion of it at Alexandria had con- 
sented to internment. Three of the four battleships were out of 
commission, and the Jean Bart (damaged in our attack at Casa- 
blanca) was unfinished. The Strasbourg and the Dunkerque had 
been damaged at Oran, and a small-boat raid. at Dakar had damaged 
the Richelieu. They were all capable of being refitted. The one 
aircraft carrier, the Bearn, was, and is, at Martinique and has con- 
sented to be demilitarized. We are supposed to be keeping watch 
on it. There remained four heavy and 10 light cruisers, 25 large 
and 28 small destroyers, and 50 submarines. 

Darlan began to guard them jealously and to fear the British. 

He also began to speak out, to Petain, doubting America’s 
strength and her good will toward France. He saw too much 
alliance with England to suit him. 

When the Red Cross food came to France Darlan prohibited the 
mention of its source, fearing demonstrations. Reports have it 
that the French people saw. the sacks, marked “American Red 
Cross.” They were reported to have toasted Petain as “putain,” a 
word meaning prostitute, and to have toasted “the other admiral,” 
meaning then Ambassador Leahy, not Darlan. 

Darlan began to move closer to Berlin. 


COLLABORATIONIST On May 11, 1941, Darlan went to 
Berchtesgaden. Hitler received him. 


He suggested a closer alliance. He offered to send back 100,000 
prisoners of war and to allow the French to have a few war planes, 
He also asked leave to have his planes and men pass through the 
French colonies. This began to happen, nofably in Syria. 

We replied with the Atlantic patrol. 

Darlan and Laval pointly called on the French people to stand 
firm behind Vichy. 

Darlan called on Weygand to allow German infiltration in the 
North African ports. Weygand refused. It is no longer a secret 
that it was Weygand who halted, for the time, collaboration. 

It was Darlan, who signed with the Japanese ambassador, on 
July 21, 1941, a treaty which turned over French Indo-China to 


Japan. 
Darlan prevailed. Weygand was called

On December 1 Goering met with Darlan and Petain. 
for aid against Russia. He offered to turn over all the French 
prisoners if they would be sent against Russia. 

Darlan was willing, Petain was not. 

It is believed Goering told them then of what would happen 
on the morning of December 7, six days later, at Pearl Harbor. 

This, then, is something of Darlan. Almost as great a collab- 
orationist as Laval, he seems to have been, all the while, steering 
a course which was, as best as he could manage it, one which was 
best for Darlan. 

This explains, of course, why he now is aiding us in Africa.

He Shows Mercy to Rattlesnakes

In what proved to be a farewell letter, a naval commander who 
disappeared with the Wasp urged his five-year-old son always te 
play fair. 

He was teaching his boy the decent American standard of good 
sportsmanship: Play fair and fight fair; never hit below the belt; 
don’t kick a man when he is down; don’t use dirty tricks; be a 
gentleman, win or lose. 

That standard is as typical of America as ham and eggs. It is 
built into the very framework of our civilization. It is part of the 
foundation code that supports our self-respect. It makes us feel 
clean. 

Byt now we are at war—the dirtiest and vilest war in modern 
history, if not of all time. We are fighting men who have thrown 
off the thin veneer of civilization and become savage brutes. Their 
one concern fs to kill—which is, after all, the business of war— 
and any method that succeeds seems honorable to them. Their 
standard of chivalry is that of the shark. 

To be good sportsmen while fighting such enemies is suicidal. 
We must forget our“standard of fair play, as we forget our horror 
of killing, or we shall deliver our country and our families to 
merciless brutes. 

The Japs look upon our fairness as a weakness and gleefully 
take advantage of it to murder our boys. 

They pretend to be wounded and cry in English: “Water! 
Water!”—then shoot down the ambulance men who approach to 
rescue them. 

They offer to surrender and advance with a white flag: then 
— hidden machineguns on our men who quit cover to receive 
them. 

They machinegun helpless fliers as they drift down from crip- 
pled planes—for a dead pilot is one less pilot to fear, no matter 
how he was killed. 

Our boys are handicapped by their own decency, and many have 
died because they could not forget fair play. 

They must forget. The only trustworthy Jap is a dead one. 
Chivalry itself is evil if it enables the evil to triumph over decency.

Mean- 
while, also as predicted, Georgia 
Tech put over a 7-to-0 win against 
Alabama, probably turning in the 
best performance in the country 
but still slipping to: third place in 
the rating calculations. 

Here's the way this turnover in 
the No. 2:and No. 3 positions works 
out: Beating a strong team like 
Alabama by even one touchdown 
is a good day’s work for the Ram- 
bling Wrecks. However, it isn’t 
exactly in the class with Bosten 
College's stellar performance in 
smacking down no ordinary push- 
over like Fordham by the very 
impressive margin of 50 points. 


TULSA IS FOURTH. 

Others among the first 10 teams, 
in order of their standings in the 
Williamson System, and their per- 
formances last week were: Tulsa, 
victory over Baylor 24 to 0; Michi- 
gan, winner against Notre Dame 
32 to 20: Wisconsin, who knocked 
off Northwestern 20 to 19; Ohio 
State, winner over Illinois 44 to 20; 
Alabama, loser to Georgia Tech; 
Notre Dame, and 10th, Marquette, 
conqueror of Great Lakes Naval 
Station 13 to 7.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(4)— 
The text of Navy communique No. 
194 follows: 

“1. The following resume of re- 
cent events in the Solomon islands 


area is based on preliminary re- 
ports from the battle area and is 
necessarily incomplete. 


2. Air reconnaisSance during the 
early days of this month revealed 
a heavy concentration of Japanese 
transports, cargo ships and combat- 
ant units of the enemy fleet in 
the Solomons region. An attempt 
by the enemy to recapture our 
positions in the Guadalcanal-Tu- 
lagi area of the southeastern Solo- 
mons was indicated, and on No- 
vember 10 it became evident that 
the expedition was being launched 
in force.

How 

To Develop 
Shapely 
Arms 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Now that women are rolling up 
their sleeves and going to work, 
they want to know how toe 
strengthen their arms. And, while 
they’re about it, how to make 
their arms prettier. 

In recent days I have had any 
number of letters asking why I 


never say anything about those 
flabby muscles on the backs of the 
upper arms. As a matter of fact, 
I am highly in favor of strength- 
ening that particular set. It’s the 
one we use in pushing ourselves 
away from the table. 

You may wonder why any part 
of the arm should go flabby. You 
use your arms practically all day 
long. But ordinary arm move- 
ments use only the front muscles 
—the biceps you hear so much 
about—and the triceps, on the 
back of the upper arm, very little. 

You can make your own per- 
sonal test of this. All you have to 
do is feel your muscles at work. 
Bring both arms up about chest 
level, with elbows bent, and place 
your right hand on the back of 
the left upper arm. Now, thrust 
the left arm forward and feel 
those muscles go into action. But 
how many times a day do you use 
your arms in that way? Probably 
not enough to notice. 

The arm movement you make 
perhaps hundreds of times a day 
is comparable to that of lifting a 
heavy book off a table. Try it. 
You will find the muscles put to 
work are the ones located on the 
front of the upper arm, the biceps. 
So it’s not much wonder the tri- 
ceps get soft and flabby. 

But you can very quickly tone 
and firm this group, strengthen 
your arms and make them love 
lier. Keep that chest-level posi- 
tion in mind for your exercise— 
it’s extremely effective. From 
that position you can work out 
with a punching bag, or a hard 
sofa pillow suspended from a door- 
way, or do a wall exercise. 

Stand facing a wall, feet a few 
inches out from, it and parallel, 
palms of hands on wall, chest 
height. Keep your body in a 
straight line from ankles to shoul- 
ders and use the arm muscles to 
lean forward until forehead is 
against the wall. Hold for a sec- 
ond, and push away until you are 
standing erect. 

Working against a certain 
amount of resistance makes an 
exercise more effective and you 
can progress in that exercise by 
resisting with the arms as you lean 
forward, and resisting with the 
body as you push away. As soon 
as your arm muscles are equal to 
it, lie face downward on floor, 
legs straight down, hands on floor 
about shoulder level, and raise 
yourself off the floor by straight- 
ening the arms. Don’t let the boc 
sag out of that straight line. 

Finish the routine with a brisk 
spanking for the triceps: Lie on 
back on floor with elbows bent 
and straight out from shoulders, 
and spank, spank, spank! Keep it 
up for 30 counts.

HE decisions a man makes at the point of
